THIS, USING EITHER PARAPHRASE OR ACTUAL LANGUAGE FROM 
OUR DRAFT SPEECH. IF THEY FEEL THIS COMPLEMENTS, OR AT 
LEAST DOES NOT DETRACT FROM, THEIR OWN SPEECH, WE WILL 
LEAVE IT AS IS. IF THEY HAVE PROBLEMS WITH IT, YOU HAVE 
AUTHORITY TO PROPOSE REWRITES THAT MIGHT MEET THEIR 
CONCERNS. ONE POSSIBILITY WOULD BE TO INSERT THAT VENEZUELA 
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HAS INFORMED US THAT THEY HAVE SOME SPECIFIC IDEAS ON 
REGIONAL RESTRAINT AND THAT WE WILL BE LISTENING WITH 
GREAT INTEREST TO THEIR SPEECH- WHICH FOLLOWS OURS DIRECTLY.

BEGIN TEXT: REGIONAL ARMS CONTROL IS STILL AT A VERY 
PRIMITIVE STAGE. THERE ARE FEW NEGOTIATIONS UNDERWAY. 

ONLY A FEW NATIONS HAVE THE TECHNICAL COMPETENCE REQUIRED 
TO VERIFY AGREEMENTS - AND WITHOUT VERIFICATION ARMS 
CONTROL MEASURES CANNOT BE SUSTAINED. MANY OF THE TECH- 
NIQUES, LIKE CONFIDENCE-BUILDING MEASURES WHICH INCREASE
